In troubled about Kentucky. The sol- 
idity of tho Kentucky Democracy has 
always been aii affront to the Commer- 
cial Gazette. Kentucky Democracy ia 
of a character so different from the 
uncertain Ohio kind that it* quality 
puzzles while its steadiness IniUtei 
the organs of the G. O. P. The firm- 
ness with which Kentucky stood her 
ground in the recent elecliou and 
piled up her usual Democratic maj< 
ity while otner States were indulging 
in "off year" didos, moves the Com- 
mercial Gazette to the somewhat ill- 
natured observation that a solid De- 
mocracy is about all Kentucky has to 
show in the way of 
the State has been at a 
half a century; that it has not had 
well-defined, "progressive" political 
idea since the days of Henry Clay, 
and that those who dispute the su- 
premacy of "Bourbon Democracy" arc 
socially ostracised. The indie! incut is 
summed up in this: 

"We do not say that Kentucky De- 
mocracy is objected to by its young 
men who emigrate to other States, but 
we do say that the condition which 
makes possible the solidity of the 
Democratic parly in Kentucky is the 
cause of the absence of the evidence 
of prosperity in that State, a State 
which possesses so much in the Hue of 
wealth that is desirable, and increases 
its population from the outside rather 
than by natural growth within."' 

The Courier-Journal is too thor- 
oughly and faithfully devoted to the 
interests of Kentucky to withhold can- 
did criticism when criticism is needed, 
but to be valuable criticism must be 
intelligent, and that of the Commer- 
cial Gazette lacks this essential qual 
ity. Kentucky is in some things less 
progressive than many of its peoph 
would have it. but the assumplii 
that Kentucky Democracy and an u 
progressive spirit are one and the 
same thing, or that they epriug from 
the same social conditions, is wide of 
the mark, and betrays an ignorance of 
the social and political conditions of 
the State. 

Not Democracy, but Republican- 
ism, represents the unprogressive ele 
ment in Kentucky, so far as that ele 
mont may be identified with eithei 
party more than with the other. As 
a matter of fact, politics has nothing 
to do with it, but if politics is to be 
considered as In any way associated 
with progressivoness, it is just as well 
to bear in mind that the most back- 
ward sections in Kentucky are those 
in which the Republicans have an 
overwhelming majority 
ly an exception, the counties in Ken- 
tucky which give steady and pro- 
nounced Republican majorities are 
pauper counties, drawing from the 
State Treasury for their own support 
more money than they pay in taxes. 
The heaviest charge upon the State for 
the support of pauper idiots and tor 
the prosecution of criminals comet* 
from the counties of big Republican 
majorities. Tho emigration from 
Kentucky to the West is almost whol- 
ly from counties dominated by Re- 
publicanism—from Cliutou, Cumber- 
land, Metcalfe and other counties 
along the southern border of the State. 
That vast section of Kentucky about 
the Cumberland, tho Kentucky, the 
Licking and the Big Saudy rivers, 
embracing the greater part of the un- 
developed mineral and timber wealth 
of the State, is overwhelmingly Re- 
publican. The counties which have 
stained the reputation of the State 
with their feuds have, with one excep- 
tion, been ruled by Republicans. 

These things are not cited as any 
reproach to our Republican citizens. 
But in any attempt to establish a con- 
nection between progressiveness and 
pilitics these facts are to be consid- 
ered. Thev are also not to be over- 
looked in any eflort to account for 
the steady Democratic majority ii 
Kentucky, if, indeed, any explanation 
or that political condition be needed 
beyond the fact of an intelligent devi 
tion of the people to Democratic prii 
ciples. Without reflection upon the 
many worthy members of the Repub- 
lican party, the people of Kentucky 
decline the rule of a party which in 
their own community thev see chiefly 
composed of a mass of ignorant voters, 
and which, in Eastern Kentucky, 
stands for the most inflexible and in- 
tolerant Bourbonism. It is here at 
throughout the South. The necessi- 
ties of clean local government give 
compactness and effectiveness to the 
Democratic party . 

One other point is to be considered 
in accounting for the faithfulness of 
the Kentucky Democracy.

The initial advantage given the De- 
mocracy In the affections and confi- 
dence of the people of Kentucky in the 
reconstruction days has never been

The failure of Kentucky to progress 
as rapidity as it should have done is 
lue less to politics within than to poli- 
ces without. There has been per- 
listent and often malevolent misrep- 
resentation of the|State — such mis- 
representation, for instance, as this 
assertion by the Cincinnati paper that 
Republicans are socially ostracized. 
Such falehoods "have deterred immi- 
grants from coming here. More than 
this, the barrier of the Alleghenles 
has turned most of the great railway 
lines from the East to the non 
south of us, carrying new population 
directions. Only at the 
northeastern and, more recently, at 
the southea6tern£extremity has this 
barrier been penetrated, and, though 
much has been done, the great tides 
of travel still sweep |around the rich- 
est parts of the State. 

Kentucky stands with the rest of 
the South in the (matter of develop- 
rom the natural cause re- 
ferred to, it has even fared worse 
ban some portions of the South, but 
like that entire section, it has made a 
successful struggle against the pov- 
erty bequeathed it by war. Its peo- 
ple are perhapsjprone to be too easily 
content with what they are doing, 
doors stand invitingly open to 
lers, and no man finds a bar 
put upon him for his politii 
leave those things to newspapers like 
hat of Cincinnati, which, on the safe 
side of the Ohio, failed to learn from 
he disasters of war the generous les- 
ion of tolerance. — Courier-Journal.

AMOS LINCOLN, OF NEW YORK 
WAS VERY GENEROUS. 



Nearly Four Years Ago the Vital 
Fluid Was Taken, 



And To-daylHe Is Practically a 
Wreck. 



Amos Lincoln, of No. 139 West 
Nineteenth street, New York city, is 
In distress and out of work, chiefly 
becauso of physical weakness, caused 
by the loss of 32 ounces of blood, which 
he gave to save the life of a young 
woman in the New York hospital Jan. 

The attending physicii 
the house surgeon all testify to the fact. 
Miss Lizzie Cunningham, a dress- 
maker, then living on eight avenue, 
was nearly killed by inhaling illuml- 
naiinggas. She was taken to New 
York hospital and treated by skillful 
physicians, but the poison was in her 
i, and her low vitality and lack 
of physical strength needed to be rein- 
forced. To save her life, the doctors 
resolved to try the transfusion of blood 
remedy — that is, inject fresh human 
blood into the woman's veins, and thus 
expel the gas poison. Among the 
patients in the hospital that had plen- 
ty of blood was Amos Lincoln, 
troubled with a nervous affection, the 
result of cclectrical shocks while he 
was a lineman.

This extract is republished at the 
sqaest of several, who, by Borne 
iance, failed to preserve the issue of 
fie Advocate in which it appeared.] 
The commander (hen was De Con- 
-cour, aud he had despaired of hold- 
the place; exaggerated reports 
Braddock's force had reached 
and he was consulting 
h.ether to stand fast or evacuate the 
when DeBeaujcn, one of his 
oung captains, offered to take a force 
nd advance to meet the English and 
fight. To this the Commandi 
sented. De Beaujon marched promptly 
out with about ten or twelve hundred 
men, French and Indians, and the 
collision followed. 

The young Frenchman bounded for- 
ward in a gay hunting shirt and 



fiver gorget, and waved hii 
signal for his followers to scatter 
behind the trees and rocks. At the 
signal the Indians disappeared to thi 
right and left, leaving the French in 
the centre, upon this force the English 
opened a quick fire, which killed 
about twelve men, among whom De 
Beaujen, who fell cheering his troops 
to the conflict ; but this apparent suc- 
cess of the Euglish was short-lived, it 
was the only gleam of victory they 
had— this first quick fire. 
. It could not be called a battle 
was a frightful slaughter. At the 
Second fire of the Indians, the English 
regulars huddled up like sheep in 
narrow pass, from which ihey could 
Vtlot extricate themselves, astounded 
at the merciless fire from the ravines, 
sad not able to see their foe, they 
were seized with mortal panic, fired 
mUfto air and had not even presence 
1 <3*miud to fly. 

%. The English officers, who acted 
with great courage but not with dis- 
cretion, would not let them take 
shelter behind trees or any protection 
tha^iiightbe found, but in vain at- 
teirrpied to make them advance on the 
fort ; but they seemed not to hear the 
word of command, or if they did hear 
they did not heed— the terrific fin 
poured into their ranks by the Indian 
from behind the rocks paralyzed them 
On right and left, from the tangled 
3 ravines, issued fatal volleys, and at 
* almost every shot a Britlon fell. The 
^Virgiuia rangers having a better 
^knowledge of the Indian mode of 
fighting than their allies, scattered 
and fought them from behind trees. 
These raugers by their skill and the 
use they made of the cannon, saved 
a remnant of the English from thi 
fate ot their fellows, who, incapable of 
defending themselves, were shot 
down where they stood. The officeri 
and Americans did all that men could 
do, but it was all in vain. Washing- 
ton had four bullet holes through his 
coat aud two horses shot from under 
him, Braddock had three horses killed 
under him and two fatally wounded ; 
ho did all that a brave soldier could 
do, but he was struggling agaiust 
what no commander can make head- 
«Jtty against — the 
^Tomfiture of his men by the deadly 
fire of a hidden and unpproachable 
enemy— his men finally broke ranks 
V and ran over each other iu their wild 
afkempt to escape. 
' \U last Braddock fell, a bullet 
«d through his right arm and into his 
fcreast, and would have Fallen irom his 
horse, but Capt. Stewart, of the Vir- 
ginia Light Horse, caught him in his 
arms. In agony, he groaned aloud 
and begged to be left to die on the 
field. The English regulars were 
now iu full fliitht, they threw away 
^ iheirguns, accoutrements, and even 
r clothing and rushed into the river. 
Cannon, horse and infantry hastened 
aVay, and the Virginia rangers had 
Ac, follow. The army had lost more 
^than half their number by the deadly 
hidden shoti 

ginian's were nearly decimated, out of 



g nla, where he was never to reach. 

The army had vanished and only 
the remnants of the English officers 
and tho provincials remained with 
poor Braddock. Iu these last hours 
he saw all his errors, and said to the 
Virgiuians, who were very attentive 
to him, he had done them great injus- 
tice, ths.t they were true soldiers and 
had acquitted themselves nobly. To 
Washington he made apologies, ex- 
pressed groat esteem for him, and as 
proof it he gave to Gen. Washington 
his servant, Bishop, aud hte favorite 
saddle horse. 

As he went through the shades of 
death he kept groaning and muttering : 
Who would have thought it ; who 
would have thought it. But we will 
know better how to deal with them 
another time." An he drew near the 
Great Meadows his strength failed 
him, he could go no further, and four 
days after the battle (July 13, 1755) 
he died iu the wilderness. Ilis grave 
was dug near Fort Necessity ; as there 
was no chaplain there Washington 
read the funeral service: the spot 
was carefully concealed to prevent its 
discovery by the Indians, without fir- 
ing even a salute over the soldier's 
grave. The remnant of the army con- 
tinued their way to Cumberland, aud 
arrived there safely. 

Immediately after the battle Gen. 
Washington started Capt. John Ash- 
by, an express, with dispatches to Lord 
Fairfax, at Greeneway Court, his resi- 
dence, a few miles from Winchester, 
Va., to be expressed by Fairfax to " 
Duninore, at Williamsburg, the 'iov- 
ernor of Virginia, which he delivered 
i i 13 hours after leaving Lord Fairfax 
raveling 210 miles in 13 hours.

She appeared 
like a handsome young man, but her 
skill with the needle caused her com- 
panions to name her "Molly." though 
none of them suspected ber sex. Rob- 
t Shurtleff took part in the siege of 
Yorktown, aud was wounded twice, 
by a cut in the left hand, and 
by a bullet through the shoul- 
Robert Shurthff received an 
honorable discharge This was after- 
wards lost. After the war Deborah 
Sampson resumed female attire and 
married Benjamin Gannett, a Massa- 
chusetts farmer. In 1792 she peti- 
tioned the Massachusetts Legislature 
for a pension, which was granted in 
consideration of her services in the 
war. Mrs. Gannett had three chil- 
dren, aud her descendants are still 
living.

Eggs in Winter- 

The whole basis of winter laying 
nay be summed up as follows 

Supply the hens iu winter with 
vhat they can pick up during the 
lummer months.

She eats 
the grain that may be Hhrowu to her 
aud is off again in busy search. She 
la in a stage of constant activity, sup 
plying herself with all the essentials 
necessary to make the eggs, which she 
deposits in greater number than 
when leading a state of artificial exis- 
tence, as she has to do for many 
months of our year.

PRESIOENT CLEVELAND'S ESTATE, 

Reported to Have Shrank Since 
Hie Election as Chief 
Executive. 



When it was first rnmored among a 
limited class of persous in New York 
city that Grover Cleveland's personal 
pecuniary affairs were not in a flour- 
ishing condition there was general in- 
credulity. When Mr. Cleveland wbr 
elected he was worth, over his liabili- 
ties, about 1500,000; less than that 
sum rather than more. 'This consisted 
of real estate unincumbered; a bank 
account amounting on March 2 to some 
$4,000, stock in a street railway, and a 
snug sum, stated to be £60,000, invest- 
ed in bonds and mortgages in New 
York and Buffalo. 

Shortly after Mr. Cleveland's elec- 
tion ho changed entirely the nature of 
his investments. No considerable 
amount of his fortune was so placed 
that it might be affected by his offi- 
cial actions. In order to avoid even 
the appearance of evil the President- 
elect had all his securties disposed of, 
and the proceeds invested in such a 
manner that no official policies ©f his 
could either increase or decrease their 
value. This was simply following a 
precedent set by all chief magistrates. 
President Harrison having done a 
similar thing shortly before his inau- 
guration. 

But when the cares of his office 
began to weigh upon Mr. Cleveland he 
found it entirely impossible to attend 
to his personal affairs. The real estate 
for lack of management, yielded no 
revenue, and the stocks were not hold- 
ing their own. The president never 
owes much money— 110,000 would 
pay nil his debts and more almost any 
time — but the scale upon which he 
lives and the losses he has sustained 
through his investments have left him 
poorer by a great deal than when he 
entered last March. It is stated upon 
an authority which loaves the asser- 
tion open to no dispute that Mr. Cleve- 
land is worth to-day barely $250,000 
and his salary is being spent as fast 
as it comes.

A Serpent Killer. 

On the dry, dufty roads of Arizona 
and Southern California, upon which 
a shower of rain seldom falls from one 
year's end to another, the traveler as 
he leisurely rides along will frequent- 
ly notice running ahead ot his horse 
at a distance ojf twenty or thirty yards, 
a strange bird, which, with remarka- 
bly pertinacity will keep the same 
distance between them for miles at a 
stretch, then disappear into the sage 
brush at the road sido as suddenly as 
it came upon the scene. In appear- 
ance it is not a showy bird, its plum- 
age, a dull oblivious gray, so closely 
resembling the colors of the surround- 
ing vegetation, renders it difficult to 
find when off the road. About twice 
the size of the magpie to which bird 
in many respects it is very similar, 
has two distinguishing points, that 
when once seen make it impossible to 
mistake for any other bird. Upon its 
its head it carries a black crest which 
while running it constantly moves 
back and forth, and its long tail, nar- 
row at the base, expands at the end 
like a peacock's feather. 

If the traveler overcome by heat is
